Natives of the South are 
Dying 
Out 
A Colony 
Twenty-Fiv- e 
Years Old War Comment. 


Mil. 
EDITOR: 
I 
am 
nt 
present 
stopping at the Walnunu Tea Estate in 
Vanua Levu and this gives me an op- 
portunity of referring to the tea indus- 
try of Fiji. 
The cultivation ot tea in 
this British colony has been hamper- 
ed by very serious difficulties which in 
the caso of one estate proved Insur 
mountable, 
and It was in consequence 
closed. 
The other surviving cstato lies 
at Walnunu, 
nnd it has long been go 
lng through troubled waters. 
The ob 
stacles, however, 
are not 
connected 
with the growth 
of tho plant, which 
thrives wonderfully 
well, nor with the 
quality of the tea, since the testimony 
in its favor 
Is abundant. 
They arc 
concerned 
with the difficulty and cost 
of procuring labor, and with tho limit- 
ed market which the colony offers for 
the lucrative disposal 
of its own teas. 
Tho white 
population 
of FIJI has not 
Increased slnco the Islands were annex- 
ed nearly a quarter of a century ago, 
anil its consumption 
of tea would 
In 
Itself 
barely 
keep 
tho 
local industry 
above water. Secure In their supplies ot 
Indian and Ceylon teas, the Australian 
merchants have not facilitated the sale 
of the Fijian article; and thus tea cul- 
tivation has been 
for1 years leading a 
struggling 
existence 
in 
this colony. 
Had it not been for the pluck and 
en- 
terprise displayed by Captain Robbie of 
Levuka 
and by Sir. O. Uarratt, 
the 
manager of the estate, the undertaking 
would have been abandoned 
long ago. 
Hawaii, 
as I apprehend. Is now a part 
of 
the 
Great 
Republic. 
I 
wonder 
whether In tho moment of her triumph, 
she would extend a hand to this strug- 
gling little group, 
by making Fijian 
teas more 
widely 
known 
not only 
amongst her own 
people 
but 
also 
In 
America. 
I have been spending 
much time in 
the mountains geologizing 
and 
botan- 
izing. 
Most of the Interior of this isl- 
and Is in Its primeval 
condition, 
al- 
most all the natives living at the coast. 
Travel Is accordingly 
beset with many 
difficulties, and it Is more difficult to 
climb 
the mountains, which 
arc not 
over 4.000 feet high than it is to ac 
complish the ascent of Mauna Loa. One 
Is always 
being scorched 
up or baked 
through. 
A dozen times in the day one 
has 
to 
wade or swim across swollen 
rivers, and the wretched 
bush-path- 
s 
arc 
often nearly obliterated on account 
of 
tho dying out ot the people. 
Apart, 
however, from such matters it is Inter- 
esting to note that 
tho 
untortunate 
Fijian Is In many ways being assisted 
in tho path downward 
to extinction. 
There are Blgns, however, that tho Gov- 
ernor is qulto prepared to act in some 
decisive 
way when 
tho 
opportunity 
offers. 
He is hanfpercd 
by a native 
policy not of his own creation, a policy 
which 
after a 
duration of nearly a 
quarter ot a century is resulting In tho 
extinction ot the aborigines and In the 
decrease 
of tho white poulatlon. 
Tho 
system of harnessing whlto 
men nnd 
natives together In tho local 
govern- 
ment of the Islands 
Is 
I am glad to 
hear about to break down. 
Many of 
the most Important ordinances direc- 
ted to preserving the aboriginal race 
have long been practically in abeyance 
The white magistrate Is terribly handi- 
capped 
by the relatively Independent 
position 
which tho Roko or Governor 
ot his province occupies. 
He can only 
suggest things to him, but the Roko 
merely 
promises 
and there everything 
ends. 
The war ot course in the absorbing 
topic down her; and in common with 
other Englishmen I cannot help think- 
ing that England will 
benefit by the 
success ot American 
arms almost as 
much as tho 
citizens 
of the 
United 
States. 
Tho use ot might on the side 
of right has not been of too frequent 
occurrence 
in the world's history 
I 
mean 
the exercise 
ot might without 
the ulterior object ot 
It, would 
bo a grand thing it 
America 
could give tho world an 
al- 
truistic 
lesson 
nnd introduce a new 
ethical codo for the nations. 
The 
ab- 
sorption ot tho Philippines would 
I 
venture, to think rather spoil the object 
lesson. 
To convert tho heathens to 
Christianity and their lands to his own 
uses has been 
too often John Hull's 
method ot procedure. 
I have employed 
here tho language 
of a recent critic of 
England and her colonies. 
Let us hope 
that tho United States of America will 
Inaugurate another policy altogether.

Many Volunteers Would Like to Re-

In Service Positions

of War Alger 
Is in New York on his 
way from Washington to Camp Wlkoff, 
Montauk Point, L. I. 
When asked about the mustering out 
of tho troops he said: 
"That Is a very difficult matter and 
has been delayed 
to give us a chance 
to mako tho best move. 
"All of the volunteers who have seen 
service either at Santiago or at Manila 
with few exceptions, 
will be mustered 
out. 
Many of the volunteers want to 
remain in the service 
and for days

have been besieged 
with letters, 
peti- 
tions 
and 
personal 
appeals 
by 
the 
friends of such regiments to keep them 
In tho service. 
"Of course, a large army Is necessary 
and will bo kept up.

the night Cubans stealthily confiscated 
all tents, stores and personal effects of 
tho soldiers.

General Kent's

H. S. Rubena, 
Consul for tho Cuban 
delegation, 
said 
it was 
possible 
that 
small bands of Cubans were still fight- 
ing In tho Interior. 
There aro no tele- 
phone or telegraph wires running over 
tho Island 
and he thought It possible 
some of the bands 
were not aware of 
the cessation of hostilities.

at home will not stand the pres- 
sure ot a 
ten-stor- y 
speculation. 
Just what 
the 
Immediate 
needs 
of 
residents and Immigrants 
are, In the 
way of dwelling houses, It Is not easy 
to determine. 
There appears 
to ho 
a 
very large 
number 
of vacant 
lots 
In 
the city. 
Wo are Informed that there 
arc over 300 desirable 
building 
lots In 
and near the city now upon the mar- 
ket. 
If a residence 
were erected 
on 
each of these, and occupied by the av- 
erage family 
of 
five 
persons, 
thcro 
would 
be accommodations 
for about 


1.G00 persons. 
We refer to lots beyond 
the reach of the poor man, the native, 
or the averago Portuguese. 
There arc 
In this city 
2,883 Americans, 
English 
and .Germans 
of 
both 
sexes. 
Theso 
would require, on tho basis of five per- 
sons 
to the family, 
about 
100 
resi- 
dences, as Indicated 
In tho census 
re- 
port. 
If building lots numbering 
over 


, 300 are added to tho 400 lots already 
occupied there should bo an Increase of 
fifty 
cr cent in the total 
American, 
Kngllsh 
and German 
population 
Im- 
mediately 
in order to occupy 
them. 
These occupants 
must 
bo peoplo 
of 
"means," though 
the word 
Is Indefi- 
nite 
As It Is pretty well demonstrated 
that 
the trades and 
professions 
nre 
full, they must be people of "Independ- 
ent means." 
How far experience 
will 
permit us to expect such people to Im 
migrate 
wo cannot say. 
The 
great 
health 
resortB of tho 
United 
States, 
with 
few exceptions, 
have 
been 
ex- 
tremely disappointing 
in this respect, 
becauso the average 
man grossly 
ex- 
aggerates the number 
of people who 
have Independent 
means, 
and 
he 
In- 
variably forgets that a family of Inde- 
pendent means prefers, 
as a rule, 
to 
rcsldo 
near to Its relatives and old 
friends. 
We do not present 
accurate 
statis- 
tics, but suggest some figures and com- 
parisons. 
These may Indicate that the 
local or even 
foreign 
absorption 
of 
Jiomcstcad 
land has or soon will reach 
Its limits. 
ir there should, however, 
bo a large 
Influx ot the "one lunged" 
people, or 
those who prefer cllmato to all things, 
there will be a steady demand 
for the 
homestead 
lots. 
Of this class, whero 
there Is one rich family, there are a 
hundred 
poor ones. This, we believe, Is 
the experience 
of Southern 
California, 
which undoubtedly 
has the most desir- 
able climate 
In America. 
It there had been such a disposition 
of our lands, that 
thcro 
were 
today 
largo tracts of back'country 
open to 
settlers who could at onco supply 
tho 
larger part of their own neeiU, this 
city, 
111.0 every city with a rich ,nnd 
well populated back country behind It, 
would Increase 
rapidly 
In population. 
In Hush or boom times there Is

variably an exaggeration 
of facts which

So, on the whole, It Is very difficult 
to work out the correct 
moral latitude 
and longitude on the Chinese question. 
The Chlncso 
naturally chough 
nsk 
that those Invited to settle here, those 
who have become Christians, those who 
hnvo married 
natives, 
should 
obtain 
political protection 
of somo kind under 
tho new organic act which shall govern 
the territory. 
Upon tho principles 
or the 
Declara- 
tion or Independence, 
they nro entitled 
to have 
It. 
Hut their 
rights 
arc no 
longer governed by those somewhat

solete principles. 
Congress has adopt- 
ed a policy regarding tho Chinese. 
As 
a matter ot simple 
Justice,

Congress 
will glvo them nny 
political 
rights. 
They 
have 
already 
treaty rights which protect persons and 
property. 
Congress will hardly under 
stand the situation clearly

Tho Commissioners 
may, nud perhaps 
will recommend that hpeclal provisions 
bo mado for them

to givo Cuba the benefit 
ot free sugar as a reciprocity 
measure. 
At tho present 
time It Is Improbable 
to predict what relation Cuba will have 
to our tariff. 
The probabilities, 
how- 
ever, aro that, as the Federal Govern- 
ment 
will be forced to govern 
Cuba, 
directly or Indirectly, 
the 
policy 
of 
making 
Cuban 
sugars 
free will grad- 
ually 
prevail. 
It Is the natural 
and 
commercial 
way ot developing the re 
sources of a country 
whose future 
Is 
Important to American 
Interests. 
It 
was most successfully 
tried with 
Ha- 
waii. 
Why will It not succeed 
with 
Cuba? 
Aside from comprehending 
the gen- 
eral 
policy of tho 
country 
towards 
Cuba, It Is difficult 
to 
forecast 
the 
coureo of events. 
Cuban affairs of nil 
kinds 
nre 
In a transition 
condition. 
Few men living, nnd certainly no per- 
sons here have any clear, 
definite 
or 
valuable 
knowledge 
of 
those 
condl 
tlons. 
The problem there Is too com 
plicated to bo clearly understood 
here. 
Tho stories 
furnished 
by "correspond 
ents," the Items sent 
by travelers do 
not glvo tho reliable 
data needed 
In 
order to frame a sound business Judg' 
merit. 
Tho opinions 
of men not 
ac- 
customed to study economic nnd boclal 
questions aro worthless. 
It seems 
to 
bo admitted, 
however, 
that tho area and soil of Cuba, could 
soon, under 
proper 
management, 
pro 
duce more sugar than Is now consumed 
In the United States. 
Ono thousand of 
Its 
forty-thre- e 
thousand 
squaro 
miles 
could easily 
supply that 
amount. 
It 
has already 
produced 
1,000,000 of tons 
per annum. 
It should readily Increaso 
It to 2,000.000' of tons. 
There 
is now 
over 
$50,000,000 
of American 
capital 
Invested 
In tho Cuban 
sugar planta- 
tions. 
The mills nre said to bo intact. 
A largo and abundantly sufficient 
lab- 
oring 
class, skilled 
In tho cultivation 
of cane, Is on tho gronnd. 
Tho busi- 
ness 
of 
sugar 
making 
Is 
already 
learned. 
It 
Is not 
n new 
industry 
which 
requires 
tho training of men; 
or will causo great losses through 
Ig- 
norance, repeated blunders; 
nor is It.to 
bo rated ns a "costly exporlmont." 
Tho 
Island 
Is only a "stone's throw" from 
the Mainland. 
It will soon bo overrun 
with adventurous people with more or 
less capital. 
Tho cause of bad govern' 
meni win 
ue nt least 
partially' 
re 
moved. 
One ot the most Important 
Items 
In the account 
Is the fact that 
thcro is a largo population 
ready and 
willing 
to cultivate cane, as a matter 
ot necessity. 
On the other hand, no one can 
pre- 
dict nt present what the political 
fu- 
ture will be. 
Thero may 
be such po 
litical unrest ns will prevent tho 
de- 
velopment 
of tho sugar or nny Indus- 
try, during tho next few years. 
This 
may prevent tho influx of capital. 
Tho 
Fedcrnl 
Government 
may not bo able, 
with 
Its military forces, 
to prescrvo 
order anil restoro confidence. 
Thoso who like to bollevo that It will 
require a long period for Cuba to 
re- 
cover from tho desolation 
ot civil war 
must remember that a rich agricultural 
country recovers 
from desolation 
nnd 
devastation 
with 
surprising rapidity. 
It Is said that ono year after tho Ger- 
man army 
over-ra- n 
Northern France, 
thero were surprisingly fo.v evidences 
ot devastation In existence. 
After our Civil War It was generally 
believed that so cxtcnslvo 
was the gen- 
eral wreck 
of 
tho 
social 
fabric 
It 
would bo utterly Impossible to produro 
cheap cotton 
for n half century. 
But 
tho soil 
was not destroyed 
nnd 
men 
had to work 
In order 
to 
live. 
Tho 
prlco 
of cotton 
dropped 
so low that 
legions or Northern men wero ruined 
financially 
by misunderstanding 
tho 
recuperative 
power of the soil. 
Asldo from 
tho labor 
question, 
the 
possibilities 
of Cuba In tho futuro nro 
n most serious threat to the prices 
of 
sugar In tho United States, nnd there- 
fore to the permanent value of sugar 
stocks here. 
Tho transition period of 
that Island Involves so many unknown 
factors that anyono who claims to und- 
erstand them 
Is surely n fool. 
Specu- 
lation In sugar stocks 
for permanent 
investment, 
under such 
conditions 
Is 
really 
of tho "wild cat" order. 
Re- 
garding 
speculations 
ror an Immediate 
rlso wo hnvo nothing 
to 
say. 
Such 
speculations 
aro carried on 
In 
every 
stock exchange 
without 
tho least 
re- 
gard 
to the Intrinsic merits 
or 
tho 
Btocks. 
It Is merely playing with tire. 
Tho Inlluenco of tho Philippines 
on 
sugar values has not been considered.

In every 
enterprising town, and there nre many 
thousands of them, there Is a class of 
active 
and respectable 
citizens 
who 
present 
with great force and eloquence 
certain special reasons why 
ench town 
"Is destined 
to bo a great commercial 
center." 
This class says: 
"Our town 
has peculiar 
facilities, 
and 
Its 
geo- 
graphical 
position 
Is such as to secure 
ror

enormous 
growth." 
We havo 
seen these very words used In 
some 
hundreds 
or prospectuses 
Issued 
by 
towns 
and 
cities, 
fifteen 
years 
ago, 
where very moderate 
prices now pre 
vail. 
No doubt the Nicaragua

will 
benefit these Islands in due time. 
But 
the opinions 
of constant students 
In 
the British shipping trade are really 
more valuable 
In this matter than the 
talk of Inexperienced 
men who know

commerce. 
There Is San Diego. 
Its boom burst 
In 1887. 
No doubt "It has the finest cll- 
mato In tho United States." 
No doubt

Sherman's 
Invective 
against Secretary Alger, 
would 
con- 
clude that the American 
people 
were 
without 
business methods. 
The simple truth Is, that compara- 
tively tho business conduct of tho 
war 
has been much more 
successful 
than 
could 
havo been expected," under the 
circumstances.

The 
Sovereign 
peoplo chose 
to 
de- 
clare war without military preparation 
nnd without forethought. 
When 
the 
pessimists, 
like Admiral 
Erben, said:

A TRAGEDTsfORY 


Incomplete Account of a 
Violent Death on Kauai. 


End of a Mnnllaman 
Find of a Field 
Luna 
Knife Had Been Used, 
Suspicion.

Kauai Sunday, brought a report which 
may mean another tragedy at and mur- 
der trial from Koloa.

MISSION 
OF DR. H. S. PRITCHETT 


Work That Has Been Done-- To 
Be 
Undertaken Speaks of Hllo Bay. 
Others The Bureau. 


Dr. H. S. 
Prltchctt, United 
States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, Is the ninth 
of his line and the youngest 
man ever 
at the head of the work. 
The bureau Is 
the oldest of scientific character In the 
home Government. 
It was established 
in 1S07 by Jefferson. 
Headquarters 
arc 
in a building near the Capitol nt Wash- 
ington. 
From that point Dr. Prltchctt, 
vho leaves for the Mainland today after 
a hurried 
visit to the Islands, 
directs 
the movements 
of eleven 
vessels and 
several 
hundred 
skilled 
men, 
besides 
the 
necessary 
clerical 
and 
manual 
working 
force. 
Dr. Prltchctt 
Is from 
St. Louis, whec he was in charge 
of 
the observatory 
and 
had a chair 
In 
Washington 
University. 
He l 
i pleas- 
ant, frank gentleman, 
with an air of at- 
tention and business 
about 
him. 
Tor 
about fifteen years ho has been with the 
bureau. 
Dr. Prltchctt was down hero 
in 
1SS2. 
Then 
he saw the Island 
of 
Oahti only. 
This time he has visited 
Maul and Hawaii. 
The United States has coast line ag- 
gregating 32,000 miles. 
Hawaii has 
miles. 
There Is a good deal of coast 
line to Cuba and Porto Hlco nnd If the 
Philippines 
come under Old Olory that 


far-o- ff 
possession 
has some 
fourteen 
hundred 
islands of coast 
line. 
Cuba 
and Porto Hlco are certain 
to be added 
to the territory of tho bureau 
and Dr. 
Prltchctt sees an Immense amount 
of 
work ahead. 
The work of the survey 
Is not only of a high order, 
but must 
be most 
thorough. 
Such maps 
and 
charts must 
bo provided 
that 
will 
"make 
navigation 
tany" 
and at the 
same time supply for nil concerned the 
fullest 
possible- 
information 
of nn end- 
less variety 
and of tho utmost 
exact- 
ness. 
Dr. Prltchctt reports directly 
to the 
Secretary 
of the Treasury, 
Mr. 
Cage, 
but was sent down hero largely through 
the wish of President McKlnlcy, whose 
Interest in the group 
from 
a purely 
utilitarian standpoint is becoming more 
apparent right along. 
Tho mission 
of 
the head of 
tho bureau 
is easily 
de- 
fined. It is simply to view the flcIO and 
report and recommend 
with the view 
to extending the work of the bureau to 
this district at once. 
It may bo that the 
Controller 
of the Currency will not re- 
gard Hawaii 
within 
tho provisions 
of 
tho act appropriating for work on the 
Pacific Coast, but tho delay on that ac- 
count will not 
bo great. 
At 
present 
two steamers 
are available 
for work 
here and it Is probable that both will 
be sent down. 
Much work has done 
In the survey 
department 
hero nnd by tho American 
Navy that will be accepted by Dr 
Prlt-chett- 's 
Ilureau 
Just as compiled. 
Tho 
visitor speaks 
In the highest terms of 
the completeness 
and correctness 
of 
what has been done on land and In the 
harbors 
nnd on tho coast. 
Prof. Alex- 
ander Is especially commended. 
In nn Interview 
Dr. Prltchctt said 
that there was no necessity 
for work 
by his Ilureau 
In Honolulu 
Hay or 
Pearl Harbor. Heferrlng to Pearl Lochs 
he thought 
It might 
be expected that 
the channel would be dredged out nt a 
reasonably 
early date. 
Tho undertak- 
ing was not n dllllcult one at all, 
ac- 
cording 
to reports, 
but on account 
of 
tho fact of considerable 
of tho work 
being In the 
breakers 
it might 
take 
more time than had been estimated. 
Dr. Prltchett spoke directly 
of Hllo 
Hay. 
Ho said the first work under his 
orders would be there, nt Knhulut nnd 
at Koolau harbor, on the wluward 
tilde 
of this Island. 
Klrst will be the sur- 
veys and soundings and in this compil- 
ation 
will be included bottom 
investi- 
gations, determining 
where sand, coral 
or mud lie. 
All tide data will be care- 
fully prepared and tho currents will be 
studied tirelessly. 
The land conditions, 
presence or absence of streams, will be 
tlgured upon. 
Then will come decisions 
on breakwater. 
For Hllo one wall only 
may be required. 
Two or moro may be 
needed. 
Dr. Prltchett 
fcald 
that Hllo 
Hay, he belloved, could be made a line 
harbor. 
Work will bo done there by hts 
bureau. 
No breakwater can be located 
till the action of tides, swells, currcntx, 
stream 
How 
from shore, 
sand 
move- 
ment nnd many other things are known 
positively. 
It would bo folly nnd whol- 
ly without 
precedent 
to 
start 
baldly 
with the 
construction of 
it seawall.

Jamie is a Uohemlan; 
a 
nervous, 
d, 
venturesome 
Arab 
Ever and nnon he drops In home for 
a good, full, 
free, 
wholesome 
breath 
of air. 
Then he is off. 
Last tlmo he 
was In Hornco; then Japan. 
He vis 
ited home again, but 
w.-- 
soon In the 
land of the Mikado ones 
more. 
Last 
year he was in Manila, over the labs 
battlefield, 
in Hollo and on a hundred 
other Islands 
of the Philippine 
group. 
Liter, a fact of more Interest, 
he was 
on Ponape. 
On Kusale, near by, are 
the American 
mission schools. 
At Po 
nape was the Spanish 
gunboat 
Qulro3 
and a garrison 
of 200 men to terrorize 
tho natives. 
These 
places arc In the 
Caroline 
Islands, 
Spanish 
possessions. 
The 
natives on 
Ponape 
kill 
every 
.Spaniard who dares wander nway from 
the walled garrison. 
Wilder went 
fif 
teen miles in the country 
among 
the 
natives, nnd was received cordially 
be 
cause he was American. 
Jamie was nt Quam two months and 
left Just before the Charleston 
arrived. 
He was' advised to go by the Spaniards. 
They 
anticipated 
trouble 
between 
Spain nnd the United States and sus 
pected Wilder. 
They 
said 
ho was a 
spy. 
The Uohcmlnn sailed in a schoon 
er to Yokohama. 
There ho first heard 
of the war and the surrender of Guam 
to the Charleston. 
Mr. Wilder 
brings 
one story which 
will be of vast Interest to the mission 
boards. 
He says that the gunboat 
Ca- - 
lao, captured 
by Admiral 
Dewey 
nt 
Manila, Is really the Qtilros, which lay 
nt Ponape 
and 
which, 
It was feared, 
would destroy the missions on Kusale. 
A fight started on 
Ponape 
between 
King Nan 
PI and 
King 
Paul. 
Tho 
Spaniards attempted to stop it, when 
both Kings 
turned 
upon the medlat 
ors. 
They pressed the Spaniards Into 
the garrison. 
The Qulros 
sailed 
for 
Guam, lap and Manila for assistance. 
It is tho opinion of Mr. Wilder, ns well 
an of others In the Orient, that the na 
tives 
have, 
long 
ere this, mado the 
usual end of the Spanish garrison and 
nro now In full possession 
of the Car 
olines. 
If this Is a fact, the American 
and 
Hawaiian 
missions 
are perfectly 
safe, for the natives are thoroughly In 
accord with this work. 
Mr. Wilder will remain 
two or three 
months nt homo and will then sail for 
n tour of Kuropc. 
He says he Is tired 
of the hot weather and savago 
man 
ners of the Fast Indies and wishes now 
to onjoy a season 
In the 
cradlo 
of 
Christendom.

RAID 


Uncle Sam's Boys Visit 
Gardens of Chinese. 


Damage Proporty 
Too Many for 


Owners-Poli- 
ce 
Call 
Com- 
plaint to Be Made. 


There 
was another big, bad soldier 
raid up Manoa valley yesterday 
morn 
lng. 
Over n hundred 
uniformed 
men 
from the park were up there nnd 
lit- 
erally devastated 
a large section of the 
valley of Its fruits. 
The victims 
of Uncle Sam's soldiery 
were 
In all cases Chinese fruit gard 
eners. 
The marauders 
entered 
garden 
after garden 
in overpowering 
numbers 
and 
denuded 
them 
of 
fruit. 
Unripe 
pineapples 
were cut along 
with 
ripe 
fruit and hacked to pieces with knives; 
young watermelons 
were torn from tho 
vines and ruthlessly strewn along the 
highways. 
In some Instances 
the Chinese gard- 
eners told the soldiers they might take 
all 
the 
ripe fruit they 
required, 
but 
pleaded with them to spare the young 
pineapples 
and watermelons. 
The en 
treaty fell on deaf ears. 
The 
raid 
was reported 
at once 
to 
police 
headquarters. 
Capt. 
Splllner 
and 
several 
mounted 
patrolmen hur 
ried to the scene.
